Actual Use of Obsolete, Dis- 


carded Method Resumed 
In Chicago. 


NO CHEMICAL TREATMENT 


Deodorizing of Waste Promised but 
Not Practiced at Grace 
Street Clayholes. 


ANOTHER PROTEST MEETING TONIGHT 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The city really has returned to the obso- 
lete and long discarded method of dumping 
garbage. The new frills of chemical treat- 
ment have not been added as promised. 

Raw “ garbage—the kind which Health 
Commissioner George Young in his last bulle- 
tin admits frankly is the breeding ground for 
flies -was dumped yesterd in the clayholes 
at Grace street and the sanitary district 
canal. It was mixed with other refuse, but 
no one has yet claimed that other refuse 
will deodorize, distinfect, sterilize, or other- 
wise treat garbage of any description. 

The city also has returned to the old sys- 
tem of collecting garbage without separa- 
tion from other refuse. More than a dozen 
wagons arrived at the clayholes within an 
hour's time with mixed loads of garb- 
age, ashes, and refuse. 


Dr. Young’s Words Quoted. 
Regarding untreated garbage Dr. 
Young said in his last official health bulle- 
tin: 

Flies will breed in untreated garbage— 
but fortunately we are entering the fly - 
less season. Chemical treatment, which 
is proposed in this emergency, will min- 
imize the odor and prevent the fly nui- 
sances. By the time another fly season 
comes around Chicago should have solved 
its problem of garbage disposal in strict 
accordance with the latest approved 
methods. 

If the present emergency does no more 
than to bring our citizens to a fuller sense 
of their responsibilities in matters per- 
taining to appropriation of their tax 
moneys for needed sanitary equipment, 
municipally owned and operated, it will, 
indeed, have served a good purpose. 

Its an ill wind that blows no one good. 


Residents Press Fight. 

However, it’s an ill wind that blows every- 
one on the northwest side no good at the 
present, according to the opinion of persons 
residing within a wide radius of the clay- 
holes. ‘They are determined that all gar- 
bage, either treated or ‘“ untreated,” 
shall be disposed of elsewhere than within 
a few hundred feet of their residences. 

The residents of the neighborhood will 
use all the legal means in their power te 
prevent disease from being carried into their 
homes from the filth laden clayholes, accord- 
ing to William Zelosky, a real estate dealer. 
Accompanied by a reporter for THz TRis- 
vnn, Zelosky, G. 8. Geiger, H. G. Seyfarth, 
and the Rev. C. F. Weisse, pastor of the 
German Lutheran church, spent an hour at 
the clayholes in the afternoon. It was stated 
by men stationed there that no garbage was 
being dumped, but this was directly contro- 


‘verted by inspection of the incoming wagons. 


Mixed Loads Dumped. 

As soon as the canvas covers were removed, 
watermelon rinds, egg shells, decayed fruit, 
and other garbage mixed wiih ashes and 
refuse was seen. Evan had no inspection 
been made the odors emanating from the 
wagons constituted sufficient proof of the 
loads. 

Within.a wide area surrounding the dump 
were swarms of flies. Swarms flew from the 
dump to houses nearby. 

An additional nuisance was the stopding 
of the filthy, reeking garbage wagons at 
street intersections where salooris are lo- 
cated. As many as three and four wagons 
remained at some places for from ten to 
twenty minutes, while the drivers imbibed. 
This is in direct contravention to a eity ordi- 
nance, which prohibits drivers from making 
‘refreshment ” stops. 


Condemns Garbage Dumping. 

“Tf we could obtain an ironbound agree- 
ment from the city that the clay holes would 
be filled with nothing but ashes and rubbish 
I believe we could almost stand it fora year’s 
timd.“ Mr. Zelosky said. But as to gar- 
bage, whether treated or‘ untreated,’ that 
we are determined to stop being brought into 
the neighborhood. 

“Even allowing that the garbage be treated 
chemically, who wants to live in a district 
where foul smelling, dripping, disease laden 
wagons pass daily in a procession along the 
streets? Any public official should be 
ashamed to ask any of the citizens of Chi- 
cago to put up with this.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Weisse said he believed the 
statement of city officials that dumping in 
the clayholes would be only a “ temporary 
expedient,” was in the nature of a“ political 
promise.“ He said that he believed the city 
has in mind the establishment of a perma- 
nent incinerating plant there, “a plan that 
northwest siders will never permit if they 
can prevent it.“ 

The Chicago Reduction company during 
the day sent a letter to Mayor Harrison, 
withdrawing its offer to sell its plant und 
real estate to the city for $883,000. )

DEATH OF LEADER 
ENDS RACE RIOT 


Automobile Posse from Joliet 
Interrupts Attack on 
Romeo, III., Vil- 
lage Hall. 


OPEN JAIL TO PRISONERS. 


Constable Uses Revolver When 
Gang Imperils His Life 
in Hand to Hand 
Battle. 


Joliet, III., Oct. 7.—[{Special.]J—One negro 
was killed, the village jail was wrecked, and 
@ serious race riot narrowly averted today at 
Romeo, eight miles north of Joliet. The ar- 
rival of a big corps of special deputy sheriffs 
from Joliet, sent in answer to the appeal of 
Mayor Edward Swanson of Romeo, was all 
that saved a part of the white population 
from massacre. 

One hundred blacks had armed themselves 

and were threatening to butcher ali the whites 
when the deputies whirled into town in auto- 
mobiles, carrying rifles and revolvers. They 
marched on the jail just after a local coneta- 
ble had shot down the leader of the mob after 
a desperate hand to hand struggle for his 


Life. 
Roused by Negress’ Arrest. 

The negroes had been aroused to a state of 
frenzy following the arrest of Lulu Gibson, a 
notorious negress who ended an all night 
drunken orgy in a Romeo saloon by running 
through the town and threatening to kill 
the first white man or woman she saw. 

The woman, who is a former inmate of the 
woman's state penitentiary in Joliet, where 


she was imprisoned for murder after she 


had killed a negro several years ago, was ar- 
rested by Constable Richard Farrell of Ro- 
meo in the morning and locked up in the 
town hall with her 2 year old child. 

John Winfield, a negro porter in a Joliet 
saloon, who is said to be the father of the 
child, tried to prevent the arrest of the wom- 
an, and said he would get the constable. 
In the afternoon he returned with two negro 
companions. The three, armed with railroad 
ties and heavy iron bars, beat down the 
doors and the front wall of the town hall 
and released the Gibson woman and the child. 

Constable Farrell tried to arrest Winfield, 
and was engaged in a hand to hand fight 
with the negro, in which he would probably 
have been beaten to death, when he was 
saved by Deputy Constable Louis Hansen, 
who grappled with the assailants. 


Instantly Kills Winfield, 

In a desperate struggle which ensued be- 
tween the two white men and the three in- 
furiated negroes Hansen shot and instantly 
killed Winfield. The negro was shot through 
the lung when he 10 to sleze Hansen's 
revolver. 

The two negro e ot Winflela flea 
to the colored settiement of Romeo, and in 
less than an hour every negro in the village 
had armed himself. At 2:30 o’clock Sheriff 
Thomas Stevenson of Joliet received frantic 
calls for assistance from Mayor Swanson of 
Romeo. 

„For God's sake send us help,“ was the 
last message received. ‘‘ The niggers will 
kill every white man in the town.”’ 

A squad of deputies was rushed to Romeo 
in autos and immediately dispersed a shout- 
ing mob of negroes who had assembled near 
the town hall. All were disarmed and sent 


to their homes. 


ELOPEMENT MIFFS PARENTS; 
WAIT UNTIL PAIR RETURNS. 


Emil Stromberg’s Mother or Miss Edith 
Byers’ Father Didwt Even Know They 
Were Engaged—At Crown Point. 


When Emil Stromberg, son of Mrs. Alfred 
Stromberg of 5442 Sheridan road, comes 
home he may e ect a protracted conversa- 
tion with his mother. The same applies to 
Edith, the daughter of Henry C. Byers of 
4921 Winthrop avenue, a few blocks away. 

A license for their marriage was obtained 
in Crown Point, Ind., yesterday, and in the 
evening neither had come home. Neither, 
according to the members of their families, 
had they sent any word of the marriage. 
Mrs. Byers’ remarks on the subject were 
brief. 

„I did not know they were even engaged,“ 
she said. “I shall see Edith before long.”

WAN TRIES “HUNGER STRIKE”: 
HE'S ALLOWED TO DIE INJAIL. 


English Authorities Make No Attempt 
at Forcible Feeding—Cat and Mouse 
Act Avails Thief Nothing. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—The provisions of the 
“cat and mouse act’’ permitting prisoners 
to be released temporarily when suffering 
from the effects of hunter strikes ap- 
pear to.apply only to the militant suffragets. 
A male prisoner who adopted their mode of 
obtaining freedom was allowed to die in Bed- 
ford jail today. 

The prisoner, Albert Davis, when sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment for theft an- 
nounced to the magistrate his intention of 
starting a hunger strike.“ 

No attempt was made to feed him forcibly 
and he died this morning. The coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of “ death from nat- 
ural causes.”

Albany, N. T., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—Louls A. 
Sarecky, secretary to Gov. Sulzer during his 
campaign for election as governor of New 
York, today at the opening of the defense 
at the impeachment trial shouldered all 
blame for the alleged discrepancies and 
omissions in the schedule filed by Sulzer 
covering contributions and expenses incident 
to his election. 

In addition to accepting blame for the dis- 
closures submitted by the impeachment man- 
agers, Sarecky confessed he had imitated the 
governor's signature to deceive a bank, and 
admitted that he, an alien, born in Russia and 
never naturalized, had been promoted from 
the position of the governor's stenographer 
to the head of the deportation bureau of the 
state hospital commission. 

Sarecky took the stand after Allan A. Ryan, 
son of the New York financier and traction 
magnate, had testified that Gov. Sulzer re- 
cently attempted to negotiate a bargain with 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, 
to have his impeachment trial called off.’’ 


Tells of Work for Sulzer, 
As a preliminary to his testimony regard- 


‘Ing the campaign fund, Sarecky, who is 27 


years old, told of having been employed by 
the governor for the last eleven years, first 
as office assistant, then as stenographer, and 
then as Sulzer’s New York secretary. 

“We received either from Tammany Han 
or from the secretary of state, Sarecky be- 


| gan, “a blank form in which a statement 


was to be made of receipts and expenditures 
of campaign funds. 

“The question came up as to whether the 
committee of the gOvernor’s friends, of which 
1 was treasurer, had the right to file a sta te- 
ment, Inasmuch as it had neglected, or some 
one had neglected on behalf of the commit- 
tee, to file with the secretary of state a no- 
tice to the effect that such committee had 
been formed. 

„So some dhe suggested that I take the 
matter up with Mr. Sulser. I went into his 
room and told him of the quandary we were 
in and he said: 

Well, make up the statement, anyway; 
id does not matter very much who signs it 
so long as we comply with the spirit of the 


| law.’ 


“So I went outside and then worked on 
the statement for about a day and a half, 
brought it in to Mr. Sulser, and he signed it.“ 


Frawley Agent Aided Him?

WATCHER KILLED 
BY AN AEROPLANE 


Two Sisters, Spectators, 
from Top of L. 8. 
Army Tent. 


Crowd at Hammondsport, N. T., 
Forces Him Back Into Flight 
When He Attempts to 
Make Landing. 


Hammondsport, N. T., Oct. 7.—[Special.)— 
Lincoln Beachey, flying a new aeroplane here 
today, struck the top of the United States 
navy’s tent in which were a number of people. 

The collision resulted in the death of Miss 
Ruth Hildreth and the serious injury of her 
sister, Dorothy. The young women are the 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. William Hildreth 
of New York City. 

Accompanied by Lieut. P. N. L. Bellinger, 
U. S. N., and Lieut. Herbert Richardson, U. 
8. N., they had climbed to the top of the 
navy's field hangar to watch Beachey’'s trial 
flights with a new machine. 

Beachey had made two successful flights 
and was preparing to put away the machine 
when the crowd urged him to make one more 
trip. 


Crowd Prevents Grounding. 

Sailing out over the lake Beachey tiew fora 
short distance and then headed for the field 
apparently to alight. The crowd assem- 
bled there seems to have forced him to 
swing ovef the tent, which he did not quite 
clear, striking the ridge with the front whee! 
of his chassis. 

This precipitated the young women to the 
ground. Miss Hildreth struck on her head 
on an automobile and died instantly. 
Beachey's machine turned a half somersault 
and turned wrong side up on the field near 
the tent. Beachey suffered some slight 
abrasions and bruises and was considera- 
bly shaken up. 

Both the Misses Hildreth were taken wp, 
apparently lifeless, Miss Ruth, the eider, 21 
years old, being terribly mutilated. Her 
skull was fractured. One thigh and one 
arm were broken, and the face was deeply 
gashed. Death to her was instantaneous. 

It was all done so quickly that it is tm- 
possible to see how it all happened. It is 
thought by some that Miss Ruth was struck 
with the propeller, Others say that death 
was the result of falling upon the head- 
light of the automobile Misa Dorothy was 
terribly injured and is in a critical ¢condi- 


j tion. at the Bath hospital. | 


Beachy Overcome by Grief. 

Beachey is almost crazed with grief and 
has had to be restrained from taking his own 
life. 

Beachey renounced flying some nine months 
ago. A few weeks since Glenn H. Curtiss tried 
to induce him to go abroad with him in the 
interests of his new flying boat, But Beachey 
could not be interested. When Pegoud, the 
French aviator, surprised the world with his 
marvelous feats, Beachey, who had thought 
there was nothing more in fying for him, 
suddenly saw a new future in aviation and 
at once came to the Curtiss camp here and 
ordered a new machine, built upon special 
lines for speed and strength. 

The new air craft was taken from the fac- 
tory to the aviation field just before noon to- 
day. At 2 o'clock Beachey was up and away. 
The new craft was all that he had expected. 
A hundred miles an hour was easy, and 
Beachey handled the machine as skillfully 
as if he had been every day in the business.

Pawnbroker Tella Story. 

The search for a man of this deacription is 
prompted by a story told by Eli Nierman., 
a pawnbroker at 3020 South State str<at, 
and by facts gathered by the police of the 
Englewood im their Inquises among 
the residents of Seventy-Srat stéeqt beyond 
Western avenue. 

Nierman informed Capt. Halpin that on 
Sunday morning a negro entered his place 
and sold him a watch and a ver knife 
which bore the intials of Miss Leegson. Sub- 
seduently he identified a photograph of 2 
negro named John Henry Oliver; aa that of 
the man who sold him the articles, 

Oliver Was taken into custody by Lieut. 
Crotty of the Stanton avenue station. He 
is a janitor at $138 Michigan avenue. When 
he was exhibited before Nierman, the pewn- 
broker was unable to say that he was the 
man who sold him the knife and the watch. 


Suspected of Attack on Nurse.

The man who walked ahead of this couple 
was subsequently found by the police to be 
Andrew Smith of 3301 West Seventy-firat 
street. He said he knew there was a man 
end woman behind him, but that he paid no 
attention to them. 

Farther along on Seventy-first street the 
couple passed a man named McConnik-e, 
who resides at 3517 Seventy-first street. 

“It was pretty dark when they passed,” 
said McConnikee, but I remember noticing 
them because the man was walking ahead of 
the woman. A good many of the couples 
that pass my house are in love. I've gota 
pair of opera glasses I watch them through. 
I didn’t use my opera glasses on these two 
because they didn’t show any of the usual 
pigns of affection.” 

At Fortieth avenue and Seventy-first street 
ie located a railroad laborers’ camp. The 
detectives interviewed the men who live 
there. They found three who had seen the 
couple pass soon after 6 o’clock on Saturday 
night. 

Had Commented on Negro. 

„I saw them plainly,” said one of the men. 
„ spoke to my partner about them, be- 
cause I noticed the woman was walking be- 
hind the man. The man was black. I says 
to my partner: That fellow with that 
woman is a negro.’ It struck me as queer a 
white woman should be walking with a 
black man on that lonely road at that time 
of night.” 

The interviews satisfied the bine there is 
nothing in the theory Miss Leegson was 
carried to the scene of her death in an auto- 
mobile. 

The car found at Palos Park Monday night 
was identified by E. G. Eldridge of 6034 Stew- 
art avenue yesterday as one which had been 
stolen from him in Jackson park on Satur- 
day. 

A Tripune reporter exhibited the articies 
of wearing apparel—a piece of a woman's 
shirt waist, a baby’s jacket, and some other 
bits of torn cloth—to Mrs. James P. Burnette, 
with whom Miss Leegson lived, but she was 
unable to identify any of them. 

A farmer during the morning found Mises 
Leegson's missing handbag. It was on the 
north side of a field off Seventy-first street, 
about 400 yards from the place where the 
body was discovered. 


Broken Romance in Victim’s Life. 

The wandering life which Miss Leegson 
lived during the last eight years resulted 
from a disappointment in love, according to 
a close friend of the slain woman. 

The following story of Miss Leegson’s 
romance with a former curator of a Mil- 
waukee art gallery, was related to a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE over the long dis- 
tance telephone last night: 

“Miss Leegson was born in a small town 
in Wisconsin and later went to live with her 
grandmother in Barron, Wis. Her father 
died and her mother married again while 
ida was young. Her grandmother cared for 
her and sent her to the Milwaukee Normal 
school, where she was graduated. Then she 
taught seven years in the Seventh Ward 
school in Milwaukee. 

“It was while she was a teacher in the 
schools here that she became acquainted 
with the then curator. The acquaintance 


e*Fipened into love which grew as he taught 


her daily in sculpture. 
She Goes to Paris for Study. 


“They became engaged to marry and 
Miss Leegson at the request of the curator 
resigned her position in the schools and went 
to Paris to study. Her fiancé was to fol- 
low her there and hey were to be married in 
France. 


She remained in France several months, 
but her suitor failed to keep his promise and 
never arrived in Paris. She returned, dis- 
appointed to America. Here, again, she 
found the curator. He explained his failure 
to go to Paris satisfactorily. They took a 
trip to the northern part of Wisconsin and 


were to be married in four weeks. 


“ They returned and she left for Chicago 
with $600, where she was to buy her trous- 
geau for the wedding. While she was in a 
hotel on the north side of Chicago—I forget 
the name—she was robbed of the $600 and 
Was forced to return to Milwaukee with 
— given her by an Episcopal minister 

there. 


Heart Broken by Desertion. 
She telegraphed her fiancé, but never re- 
ceived an answer. When she returned to 
Milwaukee he was gone. She was broken- 
hearted. She remained at my house for sev- 
‘ral months ahd then left. That was eight 
years ago. 

That was the beginning of her wanter- 
ings. She never was satisfied with amy work. 
She visited me last about four years ago and 
I received letters from her since then, al- 
though not recently. 

She told me her flance's obsections to 
Marrying her were that a wife never should

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cel her husband in any work and he be- 


ved she was a better sculptress than he 
was a sculptor. 


It is understood the suitor went to Paris, 


where he has a studio. Miss Leegson was 
86 years old and has relatives living in Bar- 
ron, Wis.

SPENCER T0 FACE 
TRIAL IN DU PAGE 


Halpin Decides Speediest Way 
to End Career of Confessed 
Rexroat Slayer. 


OPIUM USER TELLS MORE. 


Dramatic Scene When Confront- 
ed with Woman He Had 
Tried to Kill. 


Henry Spencer, confessed murderer and 
opium romancer, will pay the penalty in Du 
Page county for the murder of Mrs. Mildrei 
S. Allison Rexroat, a dancing teacher. 

It was practically decided yesterday hy 
Assistant State’s Attorney Michael F. Sullt- 
van and Chief of Detectives John J. Halpin 
that the easiest way to end Spencer's career 
as a murderer and footpad is to send him to 
Du Page county, where he has been indicted. 

The decision of the Cook county. authori- 
ties was not announced definitely, but it was 
admitted by Capt. Halpin that the evidence 
in the Rexroat case was as conclusive as if 
the man had been seen to do the dced. He 
probably will be sent to Wheaton on Friday. 

Capt. Halpin spent the larger part of yes- 
terday in ironing out the confession of the 
opium smoker. He was identified by several 
persons as the man who had robbbed them, 
but he was not cunnected with other murders 
than the Rexroat and Mrs. Wight cases. 


Faints at Sight of Slayer. 

Mrs. Dora Schram, 1987 Lincoln avenue, 
fainted when she confronted the murderer in 
Halpin’s office. On her forehead were sev- 
eral scars from the hammer which an assail- 
ant used when he robbed her last December. 

Mrs. Schram became hysterical when Hal- 
pin asked Spencer if he remembered her. 

remember her face all right.“ he said. 

The woman screamed. She was assisted 
fainting to a couch in the captain's office. 

“I remember I hit her on the head with 
a hammer and robbed her last year.“ Spencer 


continued calmly. Then he was led from the 


room. 

“From what I can learn in two days of 
work on Spencer,“ said Halpin, I believe 
75 or 80 per cent of the confession is true. I 
know he has erred in par: of his statement, 
but there are other parts equally as fan- 
tastical which we have found to betrue. We 
as as sure he committed the Rexroat murder 
as I am that I sit in this chair. If we can 
clear up the other cases, so much the better. 


Identified as Holdup Man. 

Spencer was identified during the day by 
Frank Cassell, a saloon keeper, as the rob- 
ber who broke the jaw of his bartender, Ben 
Oakes, at 115 Park Row in January. Leo 
Vaselopopulos, an employé of the Astor 
lunchroom at 174 North Clark street, recog- 
nized Spencer as the robber who held him 
up with a revolver and took $50 from the cash 
register several months ago. 

The other prisoners at the detective bureau 
have made the lockup in the basement of the 
bureau an inferno for Spencer. 

John C. Hartsell, who was a convict in 
Joliet when Spencer was there, spent several 
hours in a caustic argument over which was 
the higher class criminal. Hartsell is under 
arrest for larceny. 3 

Tou are so cheap you stole gold filling 
from dentists,’’ Spencer shouted to Hartsell, 
who occupies a cell several tiers away from 
the confessed murderer of Mrs. Rexroat. 

“And you would have murdered your 
mother,“ Hartsell replied. 


Watched to Prevent Suicide, 

Detective Charles Johnson has been de- 
tailed to guard Spencer’s cell. The man tried 
to commit suicide when he was in the peni- 
tentiary at Joliet by jumping from a tier of 
cells to the concrete floor, but was prevent d 
by his cellmates. 

The prisoner firmly believes he will be 
hanged for the crimes he says he has com- 
mitted. He talks with the guard at times 
and never is quiet, except when he is asleep, 
which is not often, because the other pris- 
ners will not permit it. 

He is cordially hated‘ by the other prison- 
ers, because he admits killing women. 

Ot course I kill women,“ he told Detective 
Johnson. That's what makes mea classier 
prisoner than these cheap robbers.”’ 

Spencer complained to Halpin that he was 
being mistreated by the other prisoners. He 
was in the office of the captain much of the 
afternoon. 


Sullivan and Halpin questioned him during | 


several hours in an effort to straighten out 
parts of his testimony and clear up the mur- 


der of Patrolmen Devine and Pennell, who, | 
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Spencer said finally, were killed by a relative 
of his. 

Some of the early history of Spencer came 
to light in a dispatch rrom Sheboygan, Wis., 
where, he confessed, he robbed a farmer for 
whom he worked: The farmer was E. G. 
Butters of Waldo, Wis., and he took Spencer, 
or Henry Smith, as he was known then, from 
a foundling asylum in Chicago to his farm. 
After he worked a few months for Butters 
he robbed him of $85 and served six months 
in the county jail for the robbery. 


‘Look Up Records at Boys’ Club. 

At the Last Chance Boys’ club at 626 South 
Ashland avenue last night was taken a can- 
vass of the twenty-seven boy members—all 
taken from one or another of the asyluias of 
Chicago. The object was to seo how mnany 
have started as did Henry Spencer. 

It was found that of the twenty-seven, thir- 
teen already have been in Juvenile court once 
since leaving the home. Three have been 
arrested twice and two arrested three times, 
The authorities at the home propose to dou- 
ble their care of the twenty-seven to keep 
them out of further trouble. 


Warrant for Spencer. 

St. Joseph, Mich,, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—Henry 
Spencer has been wanted by Berrien county 
officers sinée mid-August on a charge of rob+ 
bery. This fact developed today when Sheriff 
Franz found an old warrant which had been 
issued against Spencer on Aug. 16, 1913. The 
warrant was obtained from Justice Fletcher 
by Ralph.Pope of Chicago, who on Aug. T 
stopped, at the Colonial hotel at Paw Paw 
lake, a Spencer also was a guest of the 
“notel.

STRIKERS DEFEAT 
GUARDS IN CLASH 


Drive Mine Force Back After 


Battle at Ludlow, Colo., 
Wounding One. 


TROOPS SENT TO SckxBE. 


Militiamen Join the Sheriff's 
Posse Called For by Coal 
Officials. 


Ludlow, Colo., Oct. 7.— Beginning at 3:30 
p. m. today, a battle waged between striking 
coal miners and mine guards at the strikers’ 
tent colony here, in which one guard was 
shot through the leg, two horses killed from 
under mine guards, and ‘many houses riddled 
with bullets, No striker was injured. 

The fight came to an end two hours later, a 
few minutes before the arrival here of Sheriff 
Grisham at the head of five undersheriffe 
and twenty-two members of the state militia 
deputized as sheriffs. 

Fire on Mine Officials. . 

The shooting started when the chief elec- 
triclan and the superintendent of the Victor 
mine reached the tent colony in an automo- 
bile, bound for Hastings. As the machine 
entered the zone controlled by the strikers 
shots fired at them penetrated the engine 
hood. The party turned back and obtained 
an escort of six mounted armed guards. 

Again as the car reached the tent colony 
shots were fired, this time from rifles. 

The firing continued until about 5:20 o'clock, 
when the mine guards returned to the Victor 
property, carrying their wounded companion. 


Appeal for Posse, 

When the battle was at its height, on re- 
quest of mine officials telephoning to Trin!- 
dad, Sheriff Grisham swore in deputies, and 
Capt. Foreman of the Trinidad company was 
instructed by Gov. Ammons to permit any 
of the militia to go with the sheriff as depu- 
ties. 

The strikers’ camp was peaceful when the 
sheriff arrived. Natio Guardsmen are 
patrolling the colony here tonight as deputy 
sheriffs.

Piedras Negras, Oct. 7—Without firing a 
shot federal soldiers took possession of Pied- 
ras Negras, erstwhile provisional capita! of 
the constitutionalists, late today, and ended 
the victorious march of the government ary 
under Gen. M@as through the state of Coa- 
huila, the home of Venustiano Carranza, 
revolutionary commander in chief. 

The federal advance guard, encountering 
no resistance, drove through the Alameda to 
the deserted constitutionalist administra- 
tion building in parade formation and took 
possession. Tonight the city is policed by 
troopers and there has been no looting. 

While the constitutionalists were leaving 
panic prevailed among the residents, who 
made a rush for the international bridge. 

The quarantine established by the city of 
Eagle Pass, because of the prevalence of 
emallpox here andjin the surrounding coun- 
try, was raised in part and several tohusand 
terror stricken people were permitted to cross 
the boundary. They, however, were marched 
under guard of United States troops to quar- 
antine camps outside Hagle Pass. 

Torreon Taken by Rebels. 

El Paso, Tex., Oct. 7.—Gen. Manuel Chao 
of the rebel forces reported to the consti- 
tutionalist junta here today that Gen. Bravo, 
the federal commander of Torreon, surren- 
dered the town to the combined rebel forces 
of Pancho Villa, Manuel Chao, Tomas Ur- 
bina, and Tomas Garcia Oct. 2. All of the 
federals were made prisoners with the excep- 
tion of Gen. Emilio Campa,.who escaped 
The battle lasted thirteen days, according to 
the constitutionalists.

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STUDY OF LAKE MICHIGAN WATER 


OUR States form the borders of Lake | 
the terrible itching of the scalp, especially 


when one gets out under the sun?

Many of 

them pour their sewage into the lake, 

In addition a fairly heavy shipping draws | 

its water supply from, and pours its sewage | 
into, Lake Michigan. 

Three of the states. have mahi analyses 
of the lake water along their shores. The | 
etate of Michigan still lags. The lake wa- | 
ter near the Michigan shore is probably | 
about as badly polluted as elsewhere. | 
While fewer people live on the shore, the 
rivers that empty into the lake are large 
and contain the sewage of towns some dis- 
tance inland—a condition that does not pre- | 
vail elsewhere. | 

The Michigan ‘situation is the more im- 
portant because the Michigan shore of Lake 
Michigan is used as a summer resort by 
people from all portions of the union. |

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Lake Michigan water is from the Wiscon- 
sin hygienic laboratory. It gives results| 
of a study of the water off Kenosha, Racine, 
Milwaukee, Sheboygan, and Manitowoc. 
The samples were taken at the intake and at 
mile intervals out in the lake, the 2 acta 
going out as far as seven miles. 

The Sheboygan water was the worst in 
the lot; Milwaukee was next, and the others 
were about on a par. In no case was the 
water always safe to drink. | 

When a water is always uneafe to drink, 
there is so much sickness that everybody 
dies, or moves away; or the community _ 
busy and corrects the condition. The grea 
harm is done by the water in those com- 
munities where the water is sometimes safe 
and sometimes unsafe, safe tor some people 
and unsafe for others; communities where 
the majority can eay as said the darky 
who had taken tuberculin: “It never 
tetched me.“

The laboratory found that the water was 
nearly as bad seven miles from shore 
nearer in. It recommends that intakes 
placed twelve to fifteen miles out if the com) 
munity is to use unfiltered, untreated wa 
ter. 

So far as uniform currents are concerned 
Wisconsin finds that there is none. No cur 
rent, rock ledge, or breakwater will serv 
to protect an intake. 

The laboratory report says that one by 
one the communities taking water from Lake 
Michigan will install filtration. In th 
maintime they must not put untreated 
sewage into the lake. Those having much 
typheid should treat the drinking water with 
chloride of lime. 

The Wisconsin findings are the same ag 
those of Indiana and Illinois. It is certain 
that Lake Michigan water near the shore ia 
quite unsafe. At times the pollution reaches 
out into the lake as far as seven miles.

GERMANS ASSATL | 
PROHIBITION PLAN 


National Alliance Condemns 
Campaign to Secure Fed- 
eral Statute. 


BACKERS CALLED BIGOTS. 


Convention in St. Louis Urges 
Congress to Ignore Anti- 
Liquor Agitation. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 7.—The National Ger- 
man alliance at its convention here today 
adopted a resolution condemning the at- 
tempt to secure the enactment of a national 
prohibition law. 

The resolution ‘“‘ denounces as utterly un- 
worthy of the proud title, American citizen, 
those who are attempting to coerce the mem- 
bers of the senate and house of representa- 
tives into lending their sanction to any 
scheme of pseudo-religious bigots and 
zealots to control the personal actions of 
law-abiding citizens.“ 


Urges Congress to Ignore Move. 

‘The resolution continues: “We respectful- 
ly petition the members of congress to con- 
sider no proposed legislation tending to 
curtail personal rights and especially to re- 
frain from adopting any national prohibi- 
.tion measure, being warned by the increas- 
ing use of strong, adulterated and inferior 
liquors and deadly drugs with the adoption 
of so-called prohibition statutes by several 
states. g 

The Alliance adopted a resolution demand- 
ing a national eight hour day, old age pen- 
sions, and workmen's compensation laws. 


Chicago Consul Overlooked. 

Members of the Alliance discussed during 
the day the misunderstanding _ through 
which Adolph L. Geissler of Chicago, per- 
sonal representative of the German emperor 
at the convention and consul general, was 
left at the Planters hotel alone yesterday 
while the entire German delegation toured 
the city in 200 automobiles. 

News of how Consul Geissler was over- 
locked did not become known until at the 
banquet of the Alliance at the Liederkranz 
club when several asked with whom the 
distinquished delegate had ridden. No one 
seemed to know but it was agreed that he 
must have had a seat in one of the first 
automobiles. 

Then several of the St. Louis reception 
committee members asked how Geissler had 
been cared for in the afternoon. To their 
astonishment they found he had been left 
to entertain himself as best he might. 


TONS OF DYNAMITE PLACED 
FOR GAMBOA DIKE BLASTING. 


Panama Canal Can Give Passage to Boat 
This Month in Case of Great Urg- 


ency. 


PANAMA, Oct. 7.—Charges of dynamite 
were placed today in 1,000 holes which had 
been drilled in ‘the Gamboa dike, prepara- 
tory to its destruction. Each hole contains 
from 80 to 100 pounds of dynamite, making 
in the aggregate the largest blast ever shot 
off. 

The inflow of water from the lake through 
the discharge pipes is causing the Culebra 
cut to fill rapidly, and it is estimated that 
there will be only five feet differencé between 
the levels of the lake and the Culebra cut on 
the morning of Oct. 10, when the destruc- 
tion of the dike is to occur. 

Fourteen units of the Atlantic dredging 
fleet, including two ladder dredges, are ready 
to go through the Gatun locks on Oct. 9 for 
the purpose of removing the remainder of 
the Gamboa dike after the explosion.

nals. By that time fruits and vegetables 
had lost their freshness. 

As a final and conclusive inducement

HE result has been that the trolley 
company has more than doubled its 
freight business in less than two years; 4 
farming community which was badly run 
down and generally demoralized has be- 
come prosperous and self-respecting; the 
value of farm lands has greatly increased 
and four trolley trainloads of fresh produce 
are delivered daily to the Philadelphia mar- 
kets at lower prices than was formerly 
paid for stale truck. 

The traction company has also built 
storage houses at the more important re- 
ceiving stations along its lines, where mer- 
chandise shipped out from the city can be 
kept until it is convenient for the con- 
signee to send a team for it. At most of 
these stations a regular agent is in charge, 
and freight is received for and delivered 
— any freight station in the United 
tates. 


— 
HE present weak link in the chain of 
transportation is that the standard 
gauge trolley freight cars are not able to 
run over the lines of the regular street car 
companies through the city of Philadel- 
phia. It is at present necessary to trans- 
fer the freight at the terminus of the trol- 
ley lines to smaller freight cars which can 
use the street car tracks. This will be at 
least partially remedied by the building of 
a subWay to Chestnut Hill, in which the 
tracks are to be of standard. gauge, with 
numerous laterals giving direct access to 
many parts of the city. 
The last step in the great program is 
the building of a number of municipal mar- 
kets. At present Philadelphia has no less 
than twenty public markets, but only two 
of them are owned by the city. The trol- 
ley freight cars will run direct to the new 
market houses, so that all the great ex- 
pense of hauling by team will be entirely 
eliminated. In them farmers may have 
their own stalls, selling direct to the con- 
sumer, or, at. worst, there will be but one 
middle man between them. 


3 
HE parallel between Chicago and 
Philadelphia seems sufficiently close. 
Within fifty miles of this city are thou- 
sands of acres of the best farming land in 
the world. Already there are a number of 
interurban trolley lines which tap these 
farms and run at least to the outskirts 
of the city. But with only one or two 
trifling exceptions they do not bring freight 
into the city. Only one pretends to han- 
dle farm produce, and that confines its at- 
tention to milk.

Tt was no trouble to work the trade up to a 
can a day—that is, thirty-two quarts. This 
cost us, by allowing a margin for waste and 
‘loss, about 6 cents a quart, thus leaving a clear 
profit of 8 cents a quart, or 69 cents a Gay, 
which amourited to $4.85 a week. 

The milk was delivered at the door, and I 
took care of it, washed all the vessels, seeing 
that it was kept cool and free from all tainting 
odors. So the boy had only to deliver it, which 
took about an hour at night and another in 
the morning. F. M.

Opens at the Institute.

HE twelfth annual exhibition of art crafts 
opened last night with a reception at the 
Art institute. 
The exhibition, while not unlike its 
predecessors, except in one department, 
offes the usual fine array of pottery, silver, 
jewels, small examples of embroidery, woven 
goods, lace work of various kinds, and work in 
leather, consisting of screens, book bindings, 
and other articles. No furniture is shown. 

The most important exhibit is the large col- 
lection of antique oriental rugs, lent by Alex- 
ander H. Revell & Co., which fill the two south- 
west galleries. This includes fine examples of 
many weaves, some of them of great rarity. 
The velvet tent of some Persian shah of a cen- 
tury and a half ago, complete with its octagonal 
walls, roof, and floor covering, is set up in the 
middle of the large gallery. A panel of Damas- 
cus cloth of gold is also shown. 

Of the modern work, the leather screens and 
panels, tooled and decorated in color by Charles 
R. Yandell & Co. of New York, are beautifully 
wrought in Chippendale, Flemish, and other de- 
signs. Harvey S. Chatfield of New York shows 
some book bindings of original design and deli- 
cate workmanshi 

In silver Robert Jarvie of Chicago has the 
most amkitious display, offering ten large bowls 
and trophies, original and sturdily noble in de- 
sign and admirable in execution. Elizabeth 
Copeland's silver and enamel boxes are perhaps 
even more beautiful this year than usual, and 
she shows also two exquisite brooches. Fine 
do wia cups, etc., and flat silver are shown by 
many designers. 

Euquisite jewels are too numerous to men- 
tion; perhaps the most original come from Al- 
bert Seror of Chicago, whose gold and silver 
bags are a rich surprise; and Mrs. J. H. Shaw 
ef Duxbury, Mass., who has a marvelous neck- 
lace of gold, emeralds, and pearls, besides many 
other pieces.

Inexpensive Foods and Flavors. 


HE little visiting housekeeper (of the 
charities) wants inexpensive menus for 
her people, if the one or two dishes with 
bread and tea or coffee may be called a 
menu. 

The great task of those who guide and nelp 
the less fortunate must be in part the intro- 
ducing into their lives of pleasure and variety, 
from which come hope and renewed effort on 
their own part. 

To judge from the many pictures of eating 
among the poor, in the works of Dickens espe- 
cially, no pleasure they have is quite equal to 
that of having something good to eat, It need 
not be expensive, but it must be savory and 
excite the appetite. The comfort and warmth 
of food prepare them for other enjoyments. 


— 

The fundamental danger in connection with 
the food of the poor is filth and cheap pre- 
servatives. Benzoate of soda is not so bad in 
itself as is the fact that with it all sorts of 
decayed and bad foods can be preserved nd 
treated so as to be sold as good. Sausages, 
cheap jams and jellies are some of these things. 
Amost as destructive of vitality as filth is 
monotony. To be clean in discouraging sur- 
roundings requires an energy and hopefulness 
which no woman can possess if poorly nour-

ished on a monotonous diet. It requires imag- 
ination to get out of monotonous ways, and 
imagination is stirred by cleanliness.

People who begin to object to 
emirched walls and floors will in time object to 
smirches of dirt- on food and food laden with 
dust, though these things do not now offend.

SALT PORK.—A great deal can be done with 
a little salt pork in the making of gravies and 
soups, and good body fuel for work can be so 
secured. Diced, fried, the dice removed from 
the fat, the fat thickened with flour, milk added, 
or half milk and water, the whole stirred and 
cooked, the dice then added and heated well— 
thus is made an excellent sauce for boiled pota- 
toes.

SALT BEEF.— Salt beef, a resource of the 
poor, is seldom cooked slowly enough. Fast 
boiling hardens it so that it can never be soft- 


ened, and it is then not only unpalatable but 


the poorest sort of food. Besides, stove fuel is 
‘wasted. Gently cooked, it Is an excellent foun- 
dation for many dishes, and is good cold and 
sliced. The fat which rises to the top end 
forms a cake when cold is excellent for several 
kinds of cooking and for heating up meat and 
vegetables.

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MAYOR PREVENTS 


Ignores Connell Demands for 
Annulment of Contract and 
Return of $188,500. 


PLEADS TECHNICAL FLAW. 


Mayor Harrison decided yesterday the ad- 
ministration will not attack the voting mar 
chine contract under the resolution passed by 
thé council on Monday evening. The coun- 
cil expression was in the form of a resolution. 
It should have been in the form of an order, 
in the opinion of the mayor. The unani- 
mously expressed wish of the council there- 
fore will be ignored because technically 
it fs in the wrong form, according to the 
mayor. . 

The action was that “ it is hereby resolved 
that the corporation counsel be and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to annul the 
contract for 1,000 machines and recover the 
$188,500 paid the company for the first 200 
machines delivered. The mayor holds the 
corporation counsel should have been or- 
dered "’ without any preceding phrase about 
resolving. 

Mayor Criticises. Lawley. 

The mayor said he thought his view of the 
resolution will be respected by Corporation 
Counsel Sexton. 

Mr. Harrison was inelined to criticise Ald. 
Lawiey, who presented the resolution. He 
intimated it was slipped through: without 
many aldermen knowing about it. The cap- 
tion and the resolution proper was read, the 
preamble being omitted. It is probable the 
city clerk would have read the entire resolu- 
tion had he been requested by the mayor. 

All the newspaper reporters present not 
only heard the resolution, but appeared to 
appreciate its significance. It was late 
and perhaps some aldermen were not wide 
awake. Ald. Lawley asked that it be placed 
in the omnibus and that was done without 
debate or comment. That action ordinarily 
means every one present is recorded as vot- 
ing for the adoption of the resolution. 


Analysis of Vote. 

Those who opposed the appropriation orig- 
inally, whether they knew what was going 
on Monday night or not, will have their 
hames recorded in a way consistent with 
their former attitude. 

If the vote does not represent the council 
attitude, that claim probably will arise from 
those aldermen who voted for the appropria- 
tion of $188,500 originally and on Monday 
night were recorded as urging the corpora- 
tion counsel to regain that sum. Then some 
of these may have changed their minds or 
they even might assert they knew the reso- 
lution was wrongly worded from a technical 
point of view.

GREAT STORM AT NOME ABATES: 
500 DESTITUTE: AID IS ASKED. 


Wind Still High, but Further De- 
struction Is Not Anticipated— 
Work of Repair Started. 


Nome, Alaska, Oct. 7.—The storm which 
swept this city has spent itself, fires ceased to 
threaten, and an unclouded sun shone down 
today on the hundreds of destitute and on the 
blocks of wrecked structures. 

Though the waves are still high and the 
wind tonight is blowing about thirty miles an 
hour, fear of further destruction from fire 
or storm is over and the work of repair and 
of helping the needy is under way. 

Between the sand spit on the ocean front 
and the Standard Oil plant, a distance of 
about two miles, not one structure remaing 
standing on the south side of the street. 

Three unidentified bodies have been washed 
ashore. The steamships Victoria, Navajo, 
and Corwin are safe at anchor seven miles 
out. 

Mayor George A. Jones has issued the fol- 
lowing appeal: 

„A tidal storm has destroyed one-half of 
Nome. The damage is estimated at 51.000, 
000. Five hundred people are homeless, most 
of them destitute, Winter is approaching 
and public assistance is absolutely neces- 
sary. Funds should be sent to the city treas- 
urer of Nome.”

Result of Many Protests.

Statements seeming to bear out the conten- 
tion that Bell received grobs lack of at- 
tention while in St. Joseph's hospital in Lex- 
ington, Ky., were related by witnesses. 

On July 9 Bell, who lived at 1544 Diversey 
boulevard, went to Lexington as an employé 
of the Reede Detective agency to break up 
the strike of the Lexington Terminal and 
Traction company. While hé wae at work 
on a pole repairing wires he was attacked 
by strikers. Police standing near refused 
to interfere. Three men the pole, 
cut loose the belt which held Bell, and with 
a blow from an instrument knocked him 
to the ground twenty feet below. He was 


removed to St. Joseph’s hospital. There, 
it was testified, he was not gllowed proper 
food and attention, and was not bathed dur- 
ing a month. The wounds in his body were 
infected when he was brought to Chicago 
and placed in the Cook county hospitai. 
The authorities in Lexington were notified 
of the finding of the jury. Two men are

Gov. Dunne Plans Proclamation; 
Wilson Will Be Asked to Sug- 
gest National Observance. 


BIG PROGRAM FOR SPRINGFIELD 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Oct. 7.—[ Special. }—Gettys- 
burg day, Nov. 19, the Aftieth anniversary of 
the delivery of the Lincoln four scere and 
seven year speech on the Gettysburg battle- 
geld. will be celebrated in Illinois with all 
possible ceremony throughout the public 
school system. 

The Illinois centennial celebration commis- 
sion, in session today, preparing for the cele- 
bration of the 100th anniversary of the state's 
birthday in 1918, took formal action approv- 
ing the suggestion made editorially in Tun 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE that the date this year be 
set aside in the Illinois schools and indorsed 
the idea that it be made the cornerstone of 
the 1918 festivities. 

The action is to be followed immediately 
by a proclamation from Gov. Dunne ad- 
dressed particularly to the schools of the 
state and by a bulletin froth the office of the 
superintendent of public instruction. 


Resolution Calls for Observance. 
The resolution adopted by the centennial 
commission follows: 

Whereas, Nov. 19, 1918, will be the de- 
tieth anniversary of the delivery by Abra- 
ham Lincoln of his Gettysburg address, 
and 

Whereas, His address is universally 
recognized as one of the world's greatest 
masterpieces, reflecting the lofty char- 
acter of its author, and the highest 
ideals of American patriotism, and 

Whereas, It is the privilege and duty of 
every nation and state to impress upon 
the hearts of its people the unselfish 
devotion and sacrifice of its heroes, and 
the lofty sentiments of its statesmen, 
therefore, 

Resolved, By the Illinois centennial 
commission, assembled in Springfield, the 
home of Lincoln, that we earnestly rec- 
ommend that Wednesday, Nov. 19, 1913, 
be observed throughout the state by ap- 
propriate exercises, particularly in the 
schools, and that the school children of 
the state be encouraged to memorize his 
imrnortal address; and be it further 

Resolved, That we commend the action 
of Gov. Dunne in favoring an observ- 
ance of this day, and that we respectfully 
request our Illinois representatives in the 
United States senate, the. Hon. James 
Hamilton Lewis and Lawrence T. Sher- 
man, to bring his matter to the attention

Athletics to triumph over New York's Giants 
today in the opening game of the world’s 
championship series of 1913: by a score of 
6 to 4 before a.crowd which was below the 
Polo grounds record but would have passed it 
if the officials had not been overcautious in 
closing the gates. a 

Only a little over 36,000 persons were ad- 
mitted to the arena to watch the bitter bat- 


tle which resulted from the clash of the sea- 


son's champion teams. That was 2,000 shy 
of the high water mark of 1911. But more 
than 15,000 disappointed fans, shut out of the 
battlefield, surrounded it and listened all aft- 
ernoon to the cheering and such scraps of 
information as their luckier brethren would 
impart to them over the conerete walls. 


Bender Again Shows Skill. 

Chief Bender. gaunt, bronge skinned hero 
of many a post-season contest, proved re- | 
sourceful enough in spite of his great age to 
cope with the Giants all the way. He had no 
easy time of It, forthe men of McGraw fought 
the gamest kind of a battle, rallying for a 
successful assault after they apparently had 
been beaten off and fighting for victory right 
down to the last man out. 

Three pitchers were sed by Manager Me- 
Graw in an effort to stop the potent rushes of 
the Athletics, and only one of them proved 
successful. Rube Marquard, a son of 
Gibeah of much renown in the National 
league this year, was McGraw's choice at the 
start. 3 

For three innings Marquard locked all over 
a winner, but in the fourth and fifth periods 
the Mackmen massed their hits on him and 
won the game. Old Doc Crandall, prescriber 
fur many.a sick combat during his years of 
service, was asked to check the Athletics 
after the Giants almost caught them in the 
fifth. He was good fora pair of innings; then 
was driven to cover, and Tesreau came on too 
late to save the day. 


Giants’ Hits Less Effective, 

The Glants made as many hits off Bender 
az the Athletics did off the trio of Giant 
slabmen, but couldn't combine them as well 
and there was far less power behind their 
gafe drives. Of the eleven safeties made off 
the veteran Indian only one was for extra 
bu ses, and he would have quelled even their 
most successful attack without serious 
trouble if Barry had played up to his/usual 
standard. . 

The Athletics drove some of their eleven 
hits much farther away than the Giants 
gould. Two doubles, a pair of triples, and 
one home run were included in the Philadel- 
phia swats. 

There is no need to tell you who made the 
home run. It was the lad you all expected 
c uld do it—none other than Frank Baker— 
and it was just as effective as the historic 
swats he made in the world’s battle of 1911. 
It came with two out and Collins on second in 
the fifth Inning, accounted for the two runs 
by which the Mackmen were victorious, and 
ecmpelled McGraw to withdraw Marquard. 


Collins Poles Three Safeties, 

Eddie Collins, who was the swatting hero 
with a clean score of three in three times at 
bat, made one of the triples.

District Attorney in New York 
Calls Foster Before Grand Jury. 


GIANTS’ SECRETARY GONE. 


Claims That Tickets Were Obtained
